





Big Eight Champs! The Orange Bowl 


LINCOLN, Ne. — “Big Eight Champs! The Orange 
Bowll”’ 

Those were the cries following Nebraska's 31-7 victory 
over lowa State last Saturday in Memorial Stadium. Com- 
bined with Missouri’s 19-14 upset of Oklahoma in Col- 
umbia, Mo., the victory gave the Cornhuskers un- 
disputed claim to the conference title, one week before 
their annual showdown with the Sooners. 

Nebraska really didn’t start rolling toward its first 
outright Big Eight championship in head coach Tom 
Osborne’s nine seasons until the fourth quarter against 
lowa State, when a 49-yard field goal by Eddie Neil anda 
63-yard punt return for a touchdown by sophomore Irv- 
ing Fryar opened the gates. 

Neil broke a 7-7 tie by nailing his second field goal in 
two weeks just eight seconds into the final quarter, and 
less than two minutes later, Fryar scored his second 
touchdown off a punt return this season to stun the 
Cyclones. Before the period was over, the opportunistic 
Cornhuskers had scored 24 points. 

Nebraska sputtered early, both offensively and defen- 
sively, but the Cornhusker Black Shirts came out follow- 
ing a halftime pep talk and shut down Iowa State's of- 
fense and the Big Eight’s leading rusher, Cyclone 
tailback Dwayne Crutchfield. 

Crutchfield rushed for 98 yards in the first half, but 
was thrown for a new of minus-one yard in the second 
half to finish with 97 yards in 25 carries. 

Nebraska’s defense produced four ISU turnovers, in- 
cluding pass interceptions by Henry Waechter and Kris 
Van Norman and fumble recoveries by Brent Evans and 
Curt Hineline.

Tom Osborne, head coach — “I'm proud of the character our team 
showed after getting off to a I-2 start. There wasn’t any finger-pointing 
after we lost two games. All of us, players and coaches, pulled together 
and never lost confidence. | really feel glad to win our first clear-cut 
Big Eight championship, but our coaches and players won't feel like 
we've accomplished all we want unless we go down and beat 
Oklahoma.” 


Rodney Lewis, defensive back — “| hope the players realize we've 
got a tough game coming up and we have to work hard in practice for 
it. | want to be the undisputed Big Eight champs.” 


Tony Felici, defensive end — “| tell you what: | don’t want to get 
caught up in the Orange Bowl. | want to beat Oklahoma.” 


Jimmy Williams, defensive end & co-captain — “I'll take it any 
way | can get it. but I'd rather beat Oklahoma down there; it would 
mean more. I knew lowa State would give us a great effort. This is the 
Same team that tled Oklahoma and beat lowa. They came out and took 
it to us in the first half. They pushed us around and rammed the ball 
down our throats.” 


Mike Rozier, i-back — ‘\'m happy now. Before | left New Jersey, all 
my friends told me to bring home a (championship) ring. | really 
wanted that ring, and now I've got one. This will motivate us more next 
week against Oklahoma because we know we have the Big Eight. Our 
main objective now is to go out and beat Oklahoma and win a national 
championship.’ 


Dan Hurley, offensive tackle — At halftime. we heard Missouri 
was ahead. We knew this qame was being played for the Big Eight 
championship. That gave us added incentive. We took momentum away 
from them in the second half. and (Irving) Fryar’s punt return was the 
key to the game. It was the big play that killed them.” 


Anthony Steels, wingback — “People who watched me sing the 
national anthem could look in my eyes and see how badly | wanted to 
win thls game. You could look in everyone else’s eyes and see how bad- 
ly they wanted It, too. That's great to win it for Coach Osborne. Now, 
we've got to beat Oklahoma for him. All the fans are worried about a 
jinx with Oklahoma. We aren't.” 


Mitch Krenk, right end — This (clinching the Big Eight title) will help: 
we'll be loose. None of us want to back in though. We want to win the 
Big Eight and Orange Bowl bid on our own. Most of us didn't care what 
happened in Missouri today (Saturday).” 


Curt Hineline, middie guard — ‘The Orange Bow/i is fun because of 
what it stands for — the Big Eight championship. You can talk about 
all the other bowls, the Rose Bowl. the Sugar Bow! and the Cotton 
Bow!l...but for a Big Eight player. the Orange Bowl, that’s the one.”

Donnie Duncan, head coach — “Apparently Oklahoma Is not the 
same team they were when we played them, but I don’t know if there 
were injuries or some other circumstances. It’s been too tong since we 
played them to be accurate and fair. Both Nebraska and Oklahoma are 
very good. Nebraska is a very impressive team, about what we expected. 
They have good players in every position, and they played hard and were 
explosive. Their defense is solid and strong. and that was obvious in the 
fourth quarter.” 


Dwayne Crutchfield, tailback ~ “Uf | was a betting man, I'd want to 
say Oklahoma because they (the Sooners) have better talent and 
Nebraska because of their desire.

Coach Osborne’s Evaluation 


m Osborne doesn’t like it any better than anyone 
else, but Nebraska’s head coach knows that 
losing quarterback Turner Gill to leg surgery is 
part of football and the game must go on. 

Osborne only hopes that the Cornhuskers start their 
season finale at Oklahoma better than they began the 
home season windup against Iowa State. 

“We didn’t play real well in the first half,’ he admitted. 
“It was like the Kansas game. They (the Cyclones) were 
more ready to play than we were. We got pushed around, 
Statistically and in time possession. We were the second 
best team on the field in the first half.’ 

Aithough Nebraska made a dramatic second half tur- 
naround, Osborne thought “the only area where we 
dominated the whole game was the kicking game. That 
was the biggest difference in the game — our punting, 
all our return yards and the 48-yard field goal.” 

Osborne admitted he was puzzled by his team’s slow 
start. ‘It’s hard to explain,” he said. ‘‘We just didn’t seem 
to be as ready to play as we should have been.” 

Gill's injury minimized his offensive effectiveness. The 
sophomore quarterback, who has started all six of 
Nebraska's wins in the Big Eight this season, rushed for 
only 22 yards on eight carries and completed only five of 
15 passes for 50 yards and a touchdown while suffering 

an interception. 

Gill sustained the injury when he was kicked in the leg 
in the first quarter. “We can’t see it on film, but it got 
real sore and caused some hemmoraging,’’ Osborne 
said. “It got more painful as the game went on.” 

The outside calf area in Gill's right leq became 
swollen, producing what is called “anterior compart- 
ment syndrome” in medical terms. 

Dr. Pat Clare, NU’s team physician who helped perform 
the 25-minute surgery early Sunday morning, said it was 
necessary to alleviate pressure on the nerve, so the mus- 
cle could expand normally. 

Clare had checked Gill after the game and “even 
though he was sore, everything seemed to be working 
okay.” A friend of Gill’s telephoned Clare about 7 p.m. 
Saturday and said Gill was uncomfortable. 

Clare met him at a local hospital, examined him and 
decided to check him in because a tingling sensation in 
Gill's toes “was a tipoff that there was pressure on the 
nerve.” 

Four hours later, Clare examined Gill again and deter-

creased numbness. Dr. Paul Collicott, a Lincoln vascular 
surgeon, agreed with Clare that surgery was necessary. 
The two combined on the surgery. 

“Time is very important on this type of injury,” Clare 
said. “It can go from numbness in the toe to complete 
muscle loss. That can be devastating to anyone, not just 
an athlete. Because it’s potentially dangerous, we didn’t 
feel we could risk waiting.” 

The surgery was relatively minor, requiring two small 
incisions in the anterior compartment, which, according 
to Clare, “is like a large sausage with a tough outer cas- 
ing. We split the casing to take the pressure off the 
nerve.” 

Clare was encouraged Sunday evening because Gill 
“was feeling more comfortable.” But he ruled him out of 
the Oklahoma game “because he still has significant 
nerve problems. I wouldn’t rule him out of the Orange 
Bowl, though. I’ve seen people come back in a matter of 
a few weeks and I’ve seen ‘em o three or four months. It’s 
a waiting game. At least he’s better than he was. That's 
step one.” 

Gill’s absence puts the ball into the hands of senior co- 
captain Mark Mauer and junior Bruce Mathison. “They 
can play,”’ Osborne said. “They don’t have Turner’s 
quickness. But they can throw, they know the offense 
and they can run.” 

Gill’s injury is a major loss to Nebraska. But, Osborne 
pointed out, “we've had a lot of guys stay healthy, too. 
Nate Mason has been the only major injury.” 

Even though Nebraska has clinched the Orange Bowl 
host spot, Osborne considers Saturday's assignment in 
Norman a dangerous one. The Sooners, despite having a 
lot of talent and a disappointing 5-3-1 record, have pride 
and a bowl berth of their own for which to play. 


“We haven't played a game in five weeks where so- 
meone hasn’‘t had a lot to play for,’’ Osborne pointed 
out. “It started with Missouri, then Kansas, Oklahoma 
State and lowa State. It seems like everyone has had 
their backs to the wall about the time we hit ‘em.” 

The stakes are smaller, but Osborne expects a typical 
Nebraska-Oklahoma battle. 


“The psychology of this game won’t make much dif- 
ference,” Osborne said. “Whoever wins and whoever 
loses won't be because somebody didn’t have as much 
to play for. It just means somebody won and somebody 
lost.”
